Doused With Blatant Anti-Semitism 

“Our country is tragically remiss in allowing green troops with 
no combat experience to be doused with the still blatant German 
brand of anti-Semitism,” he said. 

“Unless prompt and efficient education and indoctrination 
methods are introduced to explain the nature of hated and religious 
prejudice to our soldiers, we may find that the cause of unity at 
home is irreparably injured by the hatred imported by our occupy- 
ing forces,” he went on. 

He said that this spread of Nazi philosophy is not on an organ- 
ized basis, but is the result of “innocent” contact swith Germahs. 
The ADL’s investigations have shown that American troops in Eu- 
rope display a “shocking indifference to the nature and history 
of Nazism.” 


European Offices to Fight Propaganda 
The ADL plans to establish offices in Europe to counteract the 
Nazi propaganda affecting American troops, Justice Steinbrink said. 
The ADL is currently working for legislation against religious 
and racial discrimination in employment, higher education and real 
estate transactions; and for laws to compel the disclosure of the 
origin of defamatory literature, Justice Steinbrink said.

Britain Lands Exodus Jews As World Watches; 4 Soldiers Carry Each 








Special 

'HAMBURG—The spectacle of a Great Power 
training her forces on 4,400 pitiful Jews was ended 
here while the eyes of the world looked on, but in 
London it is reliably reported that the British are 
ready to give up the mandate on Palestine. 


British troops forcibly disembarked the last of 
the 4,400 Exodus refugees after a wild battle in 
which many Jews were knocked unconscious and 
others were seriously injured by steel tipped rubber 
truncheons. 


The violence started when the passengers on the 
Runnymede Park refused to leave the ship. 

The explanation for the Empire Rival’s easy de- 
barkation, which preceded that of the Runnymede 
Park, apparently was the result of the planting 
of a bomb in one of her holds. After the refugees 





landed, a routine inspection uncovered a large bomb 
which was rushed to Hamburg barracks where it 
blew up before the troops could dismantle it. 


A dozen Jews were arrested in the aftermath of 
the Runnymede fight. They were labelled ring lead- 
ers by the British, Among them was Mordechai 
Rosman, acknowledged ship leader, who was dragged 
off the ship unconscious, with head wounds stream- 
ing blood. 


The British released a casualty list including 
seventeen Jewish men and seven Jewish women in- 
jured, four women hospitalized for hysteria and 
shock and three soldiers wounded. Meanwhile J.T.A. 
Correspondent Poppendorf at the center near Lubeck 
where most of the deportees were taken, reported 
that several Jews escaped and troops and police were 





scouring nearby woods for them. 

Earlier the British used 500 German police in 
Hamburg to halt 1,000 Jews who demonstrated in the 
center of the city against the landings. Police re- 
portedly manhandled the demonstrators, 

The Runnymede Park battle made the Ocean 
Vigor mele (second of the three ships to reach 
Hamburg) seem like a Sunday School picnic. Few 
came off the ship voluntarily and most of the men 
and women were carried off individually by four 
soldiers each, while the Jews kicked, bit and punched 
in resistance. The Jews didn’t stop resisting even 
after they were dragged to the landing shed. A 
group of fifty to sixty broke down the flimsy walls 
in an attempt to escape, but were halted by club

5,000 buildings, factories and 
other real property in Poland, 
valued at millions of dollars, that 
can be legally claimed by Jews 
residing abroad, whose families 
were wiped out by the Germans. 

In making this estimate public, 
the Committee drew attention to 
the fact that under existing 
Polish laws, those claiming the 
property of relatives murdered 
by the Nazis must apply no later 
than December 31, 1947. 

Several hundre@ claims have 
been registered with the Commit- 
tee by Jews in the United States, 
Palestine, Australia and South 
Africa.

A Word To Jewish Parents 
HE Jewish and Anglo-Jewish press these days is filled with 
appeals to parents to register their children in Hebrew 
Schools. Posters and other modern advertising techniques are used 
by many alert schools to call to the attention of Jewish parents 
that new classes are now being formed, and that this is the time for 
registration and enrollment. 

It is a sad commentary on the state of Jewish education here 
that such a high-powered campaign is necessary at all. Principals 
and teachers tell us that it is often necessary to argue with parents 
and to convince them of the value of Jewish education, before they 
reluctantly let little Mortimer or precocious Adelaide go to Hebrew 
School. All sorts of excuses and alibis are offered in an attempt to 
avoid this parental responsibility, but none of them can stand up 
under scrutiny. 

“But Junior doesn’t want to go to Hebrew School—he doesn’t 
like it!” is one of the most frequent objections. This is utter nop. 
sense. Since when are children at a tender age supposed to know 
what is good for them? Gi®en his way a child would live on a diet 
of ice cream and candy, would go out in the rain, keep all sorts 
ot irregular hours, and generally behave according to the standards 
of his child’s mentality. Parents regulate his life according to their 
knowledge and experience—yet suddenly the determination of the 
youngster’s Jewish education, one of the necessary psychological] 
preparations for a normal life, is left to his whim. Parents who 
resort to this argument are not being honest with themselves or 
their children. 

THIS IS HARDLY the place for a personal confession, but ] 
have no hesitation in admitting that before I was Bar Mitzvah ] 
wanted to quit Hebrew School on many an occasion, and there were 
lots of stormy scenes when my father sternly insisted that I con. 
tinue, at least until I had qualified to enter Hebrew Teachers’ Col. 
lege. Thereafter the decision was my own to make. A good many 
young people today have cause to regret their parents’ soft-heart. 
edness which permitted them to discontinue their Jewish education 
prematurely. I’m deeply grateful to my own parents for their fore. 
sight, and I shall not fail my own children. Will you? 

There may once have been some justification for the complaint 
that Hebrew Schools in this country were primitive affairs, manned 
by teachers who didn’t understand the American child. That state 
of affairs no longer exists. In the larger cities the schools are equal, 
if not superior to public schools in facilities and equipment. The 
most modern and progressive methods are used everywhere by 
teachers who, for the most part, are American trained. Thirty years 
ago the Cheder was an European institution struggling to adapt 
itself to the American milieu, but unwilling to sacrifice some of its 


own peculiarities. The Hebrew School today, and even the Jewish 


Day School, or Parochial School, are products of the American 
scene, shaped and guided by American techniques, and serving the 
educational needs of American Jews. 

“But Junior doesn’t have the time to go to Talmud Torah,” the 
parent cries out in desperation. “He must have some freedom to 
play after he gets out of public school.” To be sure—but the doting 
parents, with a sadly misplaced sense of values, find sufficient time 
on the schedule for piano and violin and trumpet lessons, for elocu- 
tion and dance classes, for visits to Aunt Sadie—and with it all the 
average child winds up wailing at his mother’s skirt: “Ma, what 
shall I do?” 

MANY PEOPLE think that the ideal solution to this problem 
is the All-Day Jewish School, but only a small minority of Jewish 
children yet attend such schools. Thousands have gone to both 
Public School and Hebrew School, have made good grades at both, 
have found time to play, and have emerged as the leading citizens 
of our community. 

Confronted with any of these objections the rabbi or teacher 
has little difficulty replying. Far more difficult, however, are the 
parents who offer no argument and merely shrug their shoulders. 
Complete indifference can not easily be reasoned with. How can 
one tell such a parent that his child will grow up to be, like him, 
a spiritual n®nentity, an empty Jew, a lone and deserted individual 
in a gregarious world in which all people have ties and affinities of 
significance with their own groups? 

Hence the utilization of modern advertising methods to break 
down resistance and to build consumer demand. Cigarettes and 
toothpaste are sold that way; may our Jewish edutators have at 
least equal success,

Jewish and 
Arg delegations will be given an 
opportunity to submit their 
views on the UNSCOP report. 
There have been unconfimed re- 
ports that Dr. Chaim Weizman 
will be among the pleaders: for 
the Jewish cause. 

Britain Will Ask U. S. Aid 

In the absence of official Brit- 
jsh reaction to the recommenda- 
tions of the United Nations Spe- 
cial Committee on Palestine, 
there is little inclination here to 
speculate on the course to be fol- 
jowed by the British representa- 
tives. 

But it is believed that Britain 
will insist on American aid, in 
maintaining peace in the Holy 
Land during the interim period 
in the event the Assembly ap- 
proves partition. There is also 
ground to believe that an effort 
will be made by some of the Uni- 
ted Nation members to secure a 
British promise or commitment 
to abide by an ultimate decision. 

May Try Delaying Tactics 

It is also possible that the Brit- 
ish Government may resort to 
delaying tactics so as to prevent 
an early decision by the Assem- 
bly. 

There is growing belief here 
that the United States will sup- 
port the majority report of the 
Palestine Committee, calling for 
the establishment of independent 
Arab, Jewish states in a parti- 
tioned Palestine by September of 
1949. But it is doubtful that the 
United States will consider the 
expected British plea for military 
help in the event of disturbances 
in Palestine. It is likely that the 
United States will favor using 
an international army or police 
force.

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Rabhi Steinberg Tells Jewish View 
Of Jews In New Book 


By Rabbi Milton Steinberg 

One of America’s foremost rab- 
bis and authors, Dr. Milton Stein- 
berg, rabbi of the Park Avenue 
Synagogue in New York, has 
written a provocative expression 
of the Jewish viewpoint on Jesus 
in his new book, “Basic Judaism,” 
published during the Rosh Hash- 
onah week by Harcourt, Brace 
and Company. One chapter is re- 
printed here by special permis- 
sion of the publishers. 


What do Jews think of Jesus? 

The query is unanswerable for 
the reason that there is no one 
Jesus but many, according to the 
number of churches in Christen- 
dom. But let us circumvent the 
impasse by recasting our ques- 
tion. Let us ask: “What do Jews 
think of the Jesus of the Gos- 
pels?” 

Let us take the Gospel story 
as it stands, strain out of it the 
episodes that relate of wonder- 
working, and then ask what Ju- 
daism has to say of the Jesus 
who emerges, who is incidently 
the Jesus of many liberal Chris- 
tians. To Jews, that Jesus ap 


pears as an extraordinarily beau- 
tiful and noble spirit, aglow with 
love and pity for men, especially 
for the unfortunate and lost, deep 
in piety, of keen insight into hu- 
man nature, endowed with a 
brilliant gift of parable, an 
ardent Jew moreover, a firm be- 
liever in the faith of his people; 
all in all, a dedicated teacher of 
the principles, religious and ethi- 


cal, of Judaism. 
* + * 
BUT IS HE NOT something 


more than a teacher? Should he 
not be taken for a moral prophet 
also, one who promulgated new, 
higher, hitherto unknown princi- 
ples of conduct? Not if the record 
is examined objectively. The sig- 
nal fact about Jesus is that ex- 
cept for some relatively unim- 
portant details, he propounded 
no ethical doctrine in which Jew- 
ish Tradition had not anticipated 
him. Indeed what he taught was 
the Jewish Tradition as he re- 
ceived it from Scripture and the 
sages. For every principle he 
preached, for very many of the 
epigrams and parables he struck 
off, BibHexi or rabbinic precedent 
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exists. The very phrases. of the 
Sermon on the Mount can be par- 
alleled one by one from the Jew- 
ish devotional literature of his 
time. 

Nor is it at all true that Jesus 
introduced the concepts of love 
and compassion into Judaism 
that knew stern justice only. No 
one who considers the Old Testa- 
ment can fail to perceive that 
ages before the Nazarene was 
born, mercy and love had been 
conceived in Israel] and accepted 
as authentic and supreme virtues. 
Anyone who studies rabbinic liter- 
ature will discover that the ideal 
of humaneness' preached’ by 
Jesus, far from being peculiar to 
him, was the common aspiration 
ef all good souls in his people 
and time. 


This is not to deny Jesus’ orig- 
inality. His was an unexcelled 
gift of allegory, a genius for in- 
cisive utterance, a skill for bring- 
ing into sharp focus that which 
is perceived, but as through a 
glass, darkly. He had great tal- 
ents as a synthesizer, a collector 
into organic unity of the dis- 
jointed members of a truth. And 
always there is his own person- 
ality, a superb achievement in 
his own right. All this is original- 
ity, but, except for the man him- 
self, on a secondary or derivative 
plane. It consists not in creatio 
ex nihilo but in re arranging and 
furbishing that which is already 
acknowledged. 


The moral phophet, however, is 
an innovator, proclaiming a hith- 
erto unsuspected verity. By this 
definition, Jesus, whatever else 
he may have been, was no 
prophet. As was admitted, indeed, 
by Julius Wellhausen, well- 
known Christian Bible authority, 
when he said: “Jesus was not a 
Christian; he was a Jew. He did 
not preach a new faith.” 


* > * 

HE WOULD SEEM to have 
claimed to be the Messiah fore- 
told by the prophets as the in- 
augurator of God’s Kingdom on 
earth. The condition of the world 
since his advent has never im- 
presséd Jews as justifying such 
an appraisal of him. Again, Ju 
daism is jarred by the worid- 
weariness he displayed, his in- 
difference to social affairs and 
day-by-day living, his absorption 
in life after death and in the Mes- 
sianic Era. This temper in him 
is easy to account for. Together 
with many Jews of his time, he 
seems to have been convinced 
that the end of the old order of 
nature and society was at hand, 
that a new and ideal age was 
soon to be inaugurated. What is 
more, he expected this cosmic 
revolution in the lifetime of his 
followers. “This generation,” he 
said, “shall not pass away till 
all be fulfilled.” “There are some 
standing here that shall not 
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taste death till they see the wine 
dom of God coming with power.” 

Given this conviction, given its 
otherworldliness, and many of his 
perplexing utterances become in- 
telligible. Of course he was un- 
perturbed by the tyranny of the 
Roman Empire, and ready “to 
render unto Caesar the things 
that. are Caesar’s.” (Substitute 
“Mussolini” for “Caesar” for the 
full impact of the saying.) First 
of all, his kingdom was not of 
this world. Let Roman conquer- 
ors then do with the earth as 
they chose. Besides, what was 
the sense in resisting Rome 
when, in a few short years, the 
old dispensation, the Empire in- 
cluded, would be wiped away by 
the all-powerful hand of God? 
Required of men then was not 
the courage to defy an evil order 
but the patience to abide it until 
it disappeared. 

In this light, one sees the logic 
behind his estimate of marriage 
when he lauds those “which make 
themselves eunuchs for the king- 
dom of heaven's sake”; his judg- 
ment on family life when he says, 
“There is no man that hath left 
house, or parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the king- 
dom of God’s sake, who shall not 
receive manifold more in this 
present time, and in the world to 
come life everlasting”; his advice 
to his followers to “take no 
thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat or what ye shall drink.” 
All these are counsels natural to 
one who has turned his back on 
the world to begin with and in 
addition believes the end of the 
days to be at hand. But ‘they are 
scarcely a liveable instruction 
either for those who do not spurn 
life on earth or expect society to 
endure longer than another gen- 
eration. 


BUT WILL NOT Jews accept 
him, if not as a prophet, then at 
least as a perfect man, an ideal 
for all to imitate? That too is 
not tenable. The sober truth is 
that Jesus, spiritual hero that he 
is, is not perfect. The ideal 
Jesus of the Christian imagina- 
tion is actually an idealization, 
achieved by an wnconscious but 
judicious selection from New 
Testament incidents. Thus, Jesus 
shows no interest in the life of 
reason and beauty, more specifi- 
cally im the philosophy, science 
and art of the Greco-Roman 


a 
world of his time. If his outlook 
is lofty, it is narrow. 

Then, too, he is so preoccupied 
with the individual and his salya, 
tion that he has little to 
about society. Few of the commy 
nal conflicts of his time touch 
him. He makes no Proposals 
about measures to abolish slay, 
ery, about the rights of the free 
laborer and how they may be ay 
sured, about the all-devouring) 
statism of the Roman Enmpir 
and how it is to be opposed. Hig 
social gospel is very slight, » 
slight that Christendom has hag 
to reach back of him to th 
prophets of the Old Testament 
for its political and economi 
ideals. 

Nor was his character alto 
gether unexceptionable. 

He was capable of bursts of fi. 
temper, as when he cursed the 
towns of Capernaum, Chorazin 
and Beth Saida, or when he de 
nounced a fig tree for not yield 
ing fruit to appease his hunger, 
though it was not the fruit bea, 
ing season. And he was intem 
perate in his condemnation of the 
scribes and Pharisees, most of 
whom were thoroughly honest 
and dedicated men. Fnally, there 
are at least traces of chauvin 
ism in him. When a Canaanite 
woman pleads with him to heal 
her daughter, he responds: “Tt js 
wrong to take the children’s 
bread, and throw it to the little 
dogs.” He declares explicitly: 4 
am not sent except to the lest 
sheep of the House of Israel.” To 
him “Gentile” and “publican” 
were equally terms of appro 
brium. And he plainly instructs 
the Apostles not to bear his mes 


sage to non-Jews.

THESE FAILINGS are under 
standable and pardonable as hv 
man frailties. Certainly they are 
more than offset by virtues. The 
point is, however, that they ar 
inconsistent with any claim t 
perfection on Jesus’ behalf, with 
any suggestion that he const 
tutes a paragon to be uncritically 
revered and emulated without 
reservation. 

Very well then, says the Chris 
tian, let it be conceded that 
Jesus is neither God, nor unique 
ly His son, nor the Messiah, nor 
a moral prophet, nor even a 
impeccable human being. Certait 
ly he was, despite his frailties, &

HOSE of us who keep a sen- 
"Th dee finger on the pulse of 
American Jewish life, in its vari- 
ous manifestations, have reason 
to be concerned over a most hu- 
miliating development in recent 
years; a development’ which 
threatens to eradicate the last 
expression of religious interest on 
the part of the masses. 

I am referring to the growing 
trend, prevalent among young 
and old, to arrange for pilgrim- 
ages to the seashore and moun- 
tain resorts during the solemn 
days of Rosh Hashonah. 

Rosh Hashonah is ceasing to 
be a Yom Haddin—Day of Solem- 
nity and religious reverence. It’s 
becoming, instead, a light and gay 
day of relaxation, which one uses 
for recreation of all sorts, visit- 
ing, get-togethers, and above all, 
a trip to some vacationer’s mecca. 
Of course G-d is not forsaken, 
chas v’chalilah. : 


Leave it to the smart hotel 
managers. They fix up services 
with all the fine trimmings. But 
what about the thousands of re- 
tail stores, drugstores, profession- 
al offices left behind? Naturally, 
business is business, and so one 
has to: get into his car on the 
2nd day of Rosh Hashonah: at 
2 p. m. in order to open on time, 
or avoid being beaten by a less 
pious competitor. 

Race Tracks, Movies, Draw Jews 

This is just the.situation which 
makes me feel extremely uncom- 
fortable. For, it is quite evident 
that if this trend were to keep 
up for a few years Rosh Hash- 
onah will become completely sec- 
ularized. It will cease to appeal 
to our people’s imagination as a 
function offering spiritually up- 
lifting experiences. It will become 
a soulless “good time” spectacle, 
void of any content and meaning, 
robbed of a sense of depth and 
sanctity. 


Already one can hear of hund- 
reds- of young people spending 
the New Year days at the ‘ace 
tracks, not to mention moving 
pictures and similar less refined 
entertainments. One may also find 
long columns of advertisements, 
“davke” in Jewish newspapers 
and Jewish magazines, substitu- 
ting horseback riding, swimming, 
tennis, golf and what have you 
for the Day’s devotions. 

It is clear that Rosh Hashon- 
ah is unfortunately becoming, 
before our very eyes, a war cas- 
ualty of a peculiar brand. For, 
this business of utilizing the 
Holy Days_ for vacationing is 
only a very recent innovation. 
It dates back some 3-4 years at 
the most. 


The causes of the malady are 
quite simple. People did work 
harder than before the war 
broke out. They did make more 
money and -had to spend it 
somehow. That’s the whole 
story. There might be less 
money rolling through one’s 
fingers in 1947. However, a 
habit is a habit, no matter what 
is the origin of it. Aside from 
that, how could one be dif- 


ferent from Yente Jones gq 
Trane Smith? 
Wants Something Done 

Is this condition here to stay? 
Are we to countenance, with a 
paralysing sense of helplessness, 
a_ situation which will, before 
long, cause a total withering 
away of the last fiber of actiye 
religiosity, of which our masses 
are still cognizant? Or  coulg 
something be done about it; 
something more than feeble pro. 
testing from rabbinical orgapj. 
zations, 

It seems to me that we sti} 
have some means to check this 
degenerating tendency before jt 
is too late. I submit the follow. 
ing suggestions, which, if vig- 
orously and _ tactfully imple 
mented, might prove quite effect. 
ive. 

(a) The vast majority of Rosh 
Hashonah vacationers do go ig 
kosher places. However, Kash. 
ruth in hotels is under the gy. 
pervision of competent and re 
spected rabbis, mostly members 
of the older Orthodox Agudath 
Harabbonim. This body could 
perhaps use its influence to em. 
bark upon a campaign of persua. 
sion that the resorts refrain 
from doing business on the Holy 
Days. To be sure, there is no 
halachik principle involved be. 
cause of the kashruth angle. Yet, 
I would recommend this approach 
in order that aid be rendered in 
behalf of the larger ramifications 
of traditional Judaism. 

(b) Similarly, national organi- 
zations like the United Syna. 
gogue, the Council of Orthodox 
Congregations etc., ought to or 
ganize an intensive campaign 
among their followers, who hap- 
pen to own facilities for vacation- 
ing, that same remain closed for 
the period of Rosh Hashonah. 
This might sound fantastic, but 
it should be tried, nevertheless, 
before we resign ourselves to 
a new unpleasant reality. 

(c) Perhaps a larger sum of 
money could be gotten together 
to reimburse race tracks, coun- 
try clubs and similar enterprises, 
in localities where they are 80 
to.90 per cent frequented by 
Jews, to close down for the two 
days. This is even a more fan 
tastic suggestion, against which 
a logical argument may be pre: 
sented, that whoever goes to the 
races wouldn’t go to the synago- 
gues etc. Undoubtedly, this is 
true. However, my suggestion is 
calculated to prevent a mass ex 
odus of our younger people, let's 
say 5 years hence, from houses 
of worship to places of that sort 

(ad) Finally, a  eonference 
should be arranged by the Syna- 
gogue Council of America for the 
sole purpose of studying and 
checking the problem. The ef: 
fort is surely worth even a mini- 
mum result. 

Let it be emphasized again 
thtat the preservation of the tra- 
ditional tone of the Day of 
Judgement is a serious matter 
and, as such, should engage the 
attention of all who strive for a 
more spiritual and more mean- 
ingful pattern of living in our 
materialistic environment.

AL SEGAL Speaks on YOM KIPPUR JEW 





R. ZILCH, the widely known citizen of 

this column, had died and in the course 

of celestial events he had come to judgment 

in the way described by our spiritual betters. 

In other words, Mr. Zilch had ascended to 

Paradise, there to give an accounting of his 

conduct on earth. He wasn’t feeling too sure 

about the eternal fate that was awaiting him, 

for, religiously, he never had been one of the 
active Jews. 

At this moment he was troubled by an em- 
barrassing comparison 
in the presence of the 
great Rabbi Gadaliah 
Pfeiffer, who had died 
the same day as Mr. 
Zilch and was just ahead 
of him in the long line 
that was waiting to be 
admitted into the Ever- 
lasting Gates. I need 
say nothing by way of 
introducing Rabbi Pfeiffer to the intelligent 
readers of this column. For, as everybody 
should know, Rabbi Pfeiffer was widely ac- 
claimed as the Grand Rabbi of Orthodoxy. His 
name was carried on the better brands of 
kosher foodstuffs for indorsement. When a 
Jew found Rabbi Pfeiffer’s name affixed to a 
salami he could feel sure it was safe to eat. 

Rabbi Pfeiffer was a proud spirit as he stood 
in the long line at the Everlasting Gates. If 
only one of this vast procession of the newly 
dead were admitted into heaven, he knew he 
would be the one. He was conscious of such 
an eminence that he could look down at all 
the waiting spirits in front of him and behind. 
They were all kinds and Rabbi Pfeiffer pon- 
dered on the abhorrent fact that even in heaven 
mistakes may be made. How otherwise than 
by accounting it to error could be explained 
the fact that Jews and Christians were all 
mixed up together at the gate?

SO THE RABBI felt somehow at home when 
he noticed Mr. Zilch immediately behind him. 

“A Jew, I presume,” he said. 

Mr. Zilch acknowledged the identification. 
... “And, on my part,” he said, “I shall pre- 
sume that you are one also.” 

“He presumes!” exclaimed Rabbi Pfeiffer. 
He proceeded with a recitation of all the Jew- 
ish honors he had gathered on the earth. He 
was the one, he said, who was called Grand 
Rabbi. Hadn’t Mr. Zilch heard? He was the 
one whose signature appeared in approval of 
all the best kosher foodstuffs. Hadn’t Mr. Zilch 
been patronizing the kosher places? He was 
the one whose word was like the sacred law 
in Jewish circles. . “And he presumes I 
am a Jew!” 

He addressed himself directly to Mr. Zilch: 
“As rabbi it is my privilege to ask you what 
kind of Jew you are and how do you expect 
to get in here? I must presume that you were 
no more than what we call a Rosh Hashonah 
or Yom Kippur Jew?” 

At this Mr. Zilch fell into deep troubling. 
He had tried all his life to be a decent man, 
had done all the ethical things that the Laws 


and the Prophets require of a man in the way 
of being righteous, but he had to admit it was 
quite true that his synagogue life had been 
only on Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur. 

He replied contritely: “Yes, that was me if 
you want to call me that—a Rosh Hashonah 
and Yom Kippur Jew.” Mr. Zilch felt there 
was no use denying anything in order to make 
a showing at the Everlasting Gates where they 
look through a man and know ail about him. 
Mr. Zilch was feeling deeply humble. He de- 
cided he wouldn’t hold anything back when 
the moment came for judgment; he would 
throw himself on the mercy of the Judge. 

Rabbi Pfeiffer said that since Mr. Zilch had 
been only a Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur 
Jew, he couldn’t expect anything from the 
Judge. .. . “You know what always has been 
thoughts of Jews like you--Rosh Hashonah 
and Yom Kippur Jews—two-day Jews, you 
might say. It’s a pity there are so many of 
you.”, He was feeling sorry that he couldn’t 
promise Mr. Zilch much when he came to 
judgment. .. . “What can you say for your- 
self, except that you were in the shul on Rosh 
Hashonah and Yom Kippur. Won’t you be 
ashamed? But I'll do what I can for you.”

THE INTERMINABLE LINE was moving 
slowly forward. Mr. Zilch practically gave 
himself up as one of those who are lost at 
the judgment place. He recalled that he had 
scoffed at the religious concepts of Jews like 
Rabbi Pfeiffer. Soon he would be at the judg- 
ment place to answer for it all. What could 
he say? The spirits came to judgement two 
by two and there, finally, stood Rabbi Pfeif- 
fer and Mr. Zilch side by side. The rabbi 
drew away from Mr, Zilch a step or two, lest 
it might be thought that he and Mr. Zilch were 
of the same kind. He was admonished not to 
pull away so far. He protested: “But this man 
is only a Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur 
Jew and I, as you should know, am Rabbi 
Pfeiffer.” 


The Judge’s conutenance beamed with such 
sunlight as you might attribute to the qualities 
of patience and mercy. He said he was happy 
to see the rabbi so proud; it was only a ques- 
tion as to which of these men might feel the 
prouder. He could find no fault in the rabbi, 
except that at times he seemed too vain-glor- 
ious in his function as a spokesman for the 
Almighty” ... But the Judge was forgiving 
him. 

“Then, this other man!” the Judge went on. 
“He was always very busy with the affairs of 
his life, earning his living, bringing up his 
children in the righteous ways, worrying and 
struggIng, stumbling and falling and rising 
again.

“But,” you answer, “if the child is capable of becoming a doc- 
tor, or violin virtuoso or learned judge, shouldn’t we encourage 
him?” 

Encourage him, yes, if that’s what he wants, if he is happy in 
that kind of work. But don’t force or insist. If a person is happier 
tilling the soil than making important decisions, let him till the 
soil.

RECENTLY Ben Epstein, act- 
ing national director of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
B’rith wrote an article, which he 
released to the Anglo-Jewish 
press, entitled, “What Does It 
Mean To Be A Militant?” This 
title is the ADL’s answer to the 
charge that its policies are the 
shah-shah type. 

The final paragraphs of the 
«Article tell of a “victory,” the 
ADL achieved in St. Petersburg, 
Fla., where a meeting presenting 
a liberal speaker was backed by 
it vigorously to a successful cul- 
mination. This “victory,” it 
seemed to me was not the ordin- 
ary dime a dozen kind, so I wrote 
to one of the B’nai B’rith lead- 
ers in St. Petersburg to find out 
if, as Mr. Epstein wrote... “many 
respected, influential citizens 
were snapped out of the dol- 
drums. A militant approach had 
punched home with impact for 
democracy.” 

A few weeks after Mr. Ep- 
stein’s article Was released, the 
Rev. William C. Kernan, Execu- 
tive Director of the Institute for 
American Democracy, Inc., took 
up the same incident and played 
the same theme—the enemy had 
been routed. “What the people 
of St. Petersburg did, people of 
all American communities can do, 
There are more on our side than 
against us—as we find out when 
we act positively and with cou- 
rage.” 

Well here is part of the letter. 
I am sorry that I can’t publish 
the writer’s name. 

“For the past four or five 
years I have refused to brag 
about the accomplishments of 
the A. D. L. And for a good 
many reasons. This release 
proves the extent of bragging 
the A. D. L. can do about noth- 


ing. 

“The Carlson meeting which 
almost filled the auditorium 
thanks to Walter Winchell, 


saved the local B’nai B’rith from 
a financial loss, but as for the 
ice being broken, that remains 
to be seen. So far nothing has 
materialized. The civic clubs and 
the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce continue their policies as 
before. . 

“As far as I know, and I am 
active in many local organiza- 
tions, discrimination against 
Jews is the same.” 

The letter then goes on to tell 
about a follow-up program the 
ADL regional office is trying to 
embark on in St. Pete, but 
which thus far the local Jewish 
community does not seem fo be 
willing to finance. 

I have no axe to grind with 
.Me. Epstein, but I do not see 





the point of making extensive 
claims. 

I am willing to concede that 
the ADL did a nice piece of work 
in St. Petersburg. I applaud the 
ADL’s willingness to buck local 
reactionary opinion, but I am not 
willing to make the jump from 
there that (1) the ADL is mili- 
tant (which it may well be) or 
(2) that what happened in St. 
Petersburg is anything more 
than a very minor achievement.

No Outstanding Jewish Stars in 5707, Writer Finds 


By HASKELL COHEN 

HE YEAR 5707 will never be recorded as a 

banner twelve-month period in, the annals of 
Jewish sports history. True, many athletes com- 
peted with honors in various fields of athletic en- 
deavor but few, if any, were outstanding. If forced 
to name the number one contribution made by a 
Jewish athlete this corner would select the heave 
made by Steve Seymour, formerly Seymour Cohen, 
the Los Angeles javelin hurler, who threw the 
elongated stick 248 feet for a new para record, 
at the National A.A.U. finals. Mauri ge 
Rose’s winning of the 500 mile au- % 
tomobile race at Indianapolis, last 
Memorial Day, rates mention, too. 

If Jewish boys are to show to ad- j 
vantage in sports it becomes in- % 
creasingly evident that their wares 
will be shown ,in amateur fields 
rather than in professional sporting 
events. A glance through the va- ; 
rious rosters of the money boys indicates that the 
Jews are gradually dropping out. This may be due 
in a measure to the fact that the war years ate up 
five to seven years of valuable time for would-be 
pros. A better guess would be that the age-old 
phobia of parents against wasting time in the field 
of money sports is more predominant in curtailing 
Jewish athletes’ activities. 

Among the big names in the sports whirl it be- 
came very evident that Hank Greenberg, Pirate first 
sacker, was playing his last year of baseball. After 
seventeen years in pro ball the years have begun to 
catch up with Hankus Pankus. He still can clout 
the old apple for a distance, but not with the former 
regularity. Hank’s feet have given him the miser- 
jes all year and bone chips in his right elbow have 
helped hasten the end of his splendid career. In 
the football firmament Sid Luckman continues to 
shine for the Chicago Bears, but it is only a ques. 
tion of a very few years before the former Columbia 
gridster is forced to hang up his cleats and call it a 
career. At this writing candidates to succeed these 
two stalwarts have not presented themselves, and 
the immediate future doesn’t offer encouragement. 

BASEBALL: Greenberg was traded from De- 
troit and received $20,000 from the Tigers as sever- 
ance pay. After announcing his retirement Green- 
berg decided to give the game another whirl for 
one more year. Although he has been among the 
home-run leaders all summer Hank is ready to hang 
up his shoes and gloves. The Pirates might want 
him for another season but it is doubtful that the 
big boy would consent to play. Rumor has it that 
he is receiving over $100,000 in salary, an all-time 
high, surpassing by over $20,000 Babe Ruth’s best 
money year with the fabulous Yankees. 

The ‘only other Jewish ball-player in the big 





leagues this past season was Sid Gordon with the 
Giants. Sid plays a fair game in left field and 
swings a rather potent bat, but normally he would 
be gracing the bench. A pre-season injury to rookie 
Whitey Lockman gave Sid his big chance. Even 
though he has belted the ball consistently Gordon is 
slated for part time duty if and when Lockman re- 
covers from the effects of his broken ankle. Per- 
haps on any other team Sid would be a regular, but 
few players are around who could crash the dream 
outfield the Giants will field next year. Thompson, 
Marshall, and Lockman are just a wee bit too good 
for the Jewish lad. 

In the minors only Al Rosen of Oklahoma City 
looms as big league timber. Thus far our reports 
indicate this boy is Jewish. He leads the Texas 
League in hitting at this writing and has attracted 
the eyes of several big time scouts. Goody Rosen and 
Bob Katz are still playing with Toronto in the Inter- 
national League but are not kidding themselves 
about another chance in the majors. Hal Saltzman, 
U. of Oregon hurler, signed with Portland in the 
Pacific Coast League upon graduation, He is rated 
a fine prospect for the future. Cy Block was shipped 
to Nashville by the Cubs after the season got un- 
derway. In the Southern Association he is very 
much the ball player, but as for the big time, the 
experts say, “no go.” 

FOOTBALL: Sid Luckman piloted the Chicago 
Bears to a title in the National Football League. He 
is again slated to lead the Bear “T”’ formation 
against the rugged opposition this loop affords. Solly 
Sherman was given few opportunities to flash his 
wares with the Philly Eagles in the same circuit. 
With Zimmerman traded to Detroit, Sherman may 
get more chances to quarterback the Greasy Neale 
combine this season. Sonny Karnofsky rated with 
the best running backs the Boston Yanks boasted. 
Among the college gridders Dan Dworsky ef Michi- 
gan and Sol Gold of Tennessee were standout back- 
field performers. Gold will seek his fortune among 
the pros with the Washington Redskins, this year, 
while Dworsky is slated to be shifted to center at 
Ann Arbor due to a plethora of returning backs. 
Keep your eye peeled for young Dobelstein, who will 
play tackle for Army. He is a brother of Bob, the 
first-year guard sensation with the New York Giants, 
last fall. 

BASKETBALL: Sid Tanenbaum of N.Y.U. was 
a unanimous choice on the All-American team se- 
lected by the National Association of Coaches. He 
finished his career at N. Y. U. by establishing a new 
school scoring record, over 1,000 points for four 
years. Harry Boykoff finished his college career 
at St. Johns in a blaze of glory and signed at the 
season’s end with Toledo in National Pro League 
for $10,000. Red Holzman led the Rochester five to 
the National League title.
